Eastern Slates. 

Cincinnati, Sept, 11 — A qunrrel oc« 
Curred Ihi.s morning between two work 
men at the rolling mill. One (seized a 
red hot iron rod und run it through the 
body of tho other, killing him iustuutly. 
Tlio murderer was arrested. 

New YoitK, Sept. 12— Phelun & Col- 
IenderVIarge billiard table faetory look 
fire tbla morning and was nearly consum- 
ed, together with its contents. Thore 
were 400 finished tables in tho f-ietory 
and material for as many more. A larce 
number of tables were about beinir shipped 
to California ami the West. 300 work- 
men aro thrown out of employment. 

New York, Sept 13 — Tho total loss 
by tho burning of Phelan & Collender's 
billiard factory is S2 i0,0o0. Tho amount 
of insurance is unknown. 

Tho Tennessee legislative comtuitteo 
telegraphed to Governor Brownlow this 
evening that tho President will sustain 
tho civil authorities.

General Sherman called on the 
Secretary of War to furnish nn additional 
regiment of cavalry for servico against 
the Indians. 

Tho Republican demonstration in 
New Orleans progressed to night with" 
out any disturbance; Three com- 
panies of infantry were stationed at 
the Custom House and other troops 
disposed of in different quarters of tho 
city. There wore ouly three white clubs 
in tho procession, numbering threo hun- 
dred all told. A prominent feature was a 
wngon containing a negro woman dressed 
in white, decorated with flowers, repre- 
senting the State. The whites generally, 
remained in their houses. Thero wcro 
comparatively few on tho streets. 

In Guayaquil tho earthquake was felt 
but no damage was done. Letters from 
Quito dated Aug. 19, announca that tho 
earthquake continued at intervals of a 
few hoars. Tho President has issued a 
proclamation to tho people lo come for- 
ward and help tho sufferers. 

Chicago, Sept 13 — The freight depot 
of tho Chicairo & Northern Railrond was 
burned this aftornoon. Loss, $70,000. 

Fifteen of the passengers and crew of 
tho propeller Hippocampus escaped from 
the wrecked vessel by clinging to portions 
of the wreck, and were picked up by a 
passing vessel and brought to shore. 
Twenty-six are known to bo missing. 
The vessel was overloaded with freight, 
fouudered and sank very quickly.

The Saanicb Road Bridges. 

Some timo has elapsed sinco tbo 
destrootion ol the bridtrcu on tbo 
Santich road and no stops bavo boon 
taken to rebuild tbetn; not a week 
passes but wo are retnindod by tbo 
farmers, whoee lands are situate bo~ 
yond tbo burnt bridges, of the groat 
inconvenience wbicb tbo firo bas caus- 
ed to tbe wbole dibtricts of North and 
South Saanioh : tbo West load is tbo 
only available outlet tbat tbo farmers 
of North Saanich havo for thoir pro* 
duce, and owing to tbo Into fires thoy 
are almost cat off from any communi- 
cation with Victoria. It seoms that 
there aro three bridges dostroyed, one 
situate between two and throo miles 
north of the Half-way house, and the 
other two, between North and SoiUh 
Saanicb; there is also a piece of cor- 
duroy burnt in tho low ground below 
Mount Newton; and in addition to 
this, trees bavo iallen and aro lying 
across tho road in all directions. It is 
absolutely neceseary that this road 
should bo made passable, and it is tho 
manifost. duty of tho Government to 
attend to it. Statute labor will uot 
suffice to rebuild bridges, aud it is an 
inEtanoo of gross negloct on tho part 
of the Land Department, to Buffer the 
publio roads of tho Colony tu reiaaiir 
usolobs for want of repair. Com. 
plaintB reach us from other parts ol 
tho Colony, of similar and equally 
culpable inBtancos of neglect, and our 
contemporaries, as well as tho residents 
on tho Mainianu, naturally usli 
whother tho wholo staff of tho Land 
Office are so ocenpiou with their public 
duties hero, that, dune can bo spared 
for tbo public workB neccssaiy in othoi 
places? Wo really cannot toll how 
this is; assuredly publio works bore 
do not show any appearance of having 
engrossed moro attention from tho 
publio officers of tho Colony than can 
bo bestowod upon them by tho super- 
intendent and guard of the ohain-gaug, 
if -wo except tho nottibio instanco of 
the building of an extra room at tho 
Land Office for tbo accommodation ol 
tbe Chief Commissioner, and tbo addi- 
tions and alterations to Government 
House. We should never willingly 
raise objections to the Governor being 
well and comfortably housed, but 
when we boo necessary public works 
nogleoted, and publio money squander- 
ed, upon unnecessary alterations, wo 
foel it our duty to ontor a protest. 
Whether tho Governor ia aware of 
what repaiis aro necessary to public 
works, roads, and bridges, or whether 
he is studiously kept in ignorance ol 
tbeBO matters which so affect tho com- 
fort and prosperity of tbo people, wo 
know not, but one thing is plain, he 
ought not to allow himself to be kept 
in ignoranco of theso things, il his 
habits aro not sufficiently active to al- 
low of his makiDg himself personally 
acquainted with tbe wants of tho 
different parts of the Colony; surely it 
is not asking too much, even of one 
notoriously wanting in energy, that he 
should inquire occasionally of those 
•whose duty and businoss it is to know, 
and that bo should seo that they give 
practical attontion to those mattorB. 
It is really disgracoful thai, i ho Depart 
ment of Lauds and Works should bo 
allowed to fall into such disrepute as 
that, to wbicb it is apparout to aU, the 
neglect of tbo material interests of 
the Colony will bring it. If what is 
done is dono woli, tboro would bo less 
caueo for consu.ro, but whon, ns has 
lately boon tbo case at Government 
House, work has bad to bo taken 
down aud done over again, owing to 
tho culpable negliyenco of those who 
planned tbo alterations, tho publio 
patienco naturally becomes oxbausted, 
complaints of tho extravagance in un - 
necessary matters becomo loud, and 
indignation at tho conduot of a Gov- 
ernment who oan pormit paerilo waste 
in small and neodloss alterations, 
whilst public works aro Buffered to fall 
into deoay — waxes strong. Undor a 
propor systom of Representative Gov- 
trnmont, lloads of Departments would 
not dare to noglect thoir duties rook- 
lessly ; tho timo will como when thoy 
will rogret their callousuoss and iudit- 
foronco to romonhtraneo. If publio 
Borvants caro nothing fcr tho duo per- 
formance of their publio duties, can 
thoy wouder that tho publio should 
wait somewhat impationtly for tho 
opportunity tc bo rid oi them.

At 5 P m on the 13th a severe earthquake 
visited our city, overthrowing most of Hie 
bouses end lusting five minuteB.

88 Tbo confusion was frightful. Those who 
were not fortunate enough to escape in time 
were buried under tho falling woIIb and 
roofs, or dashed by the waves agaiuat tho 
ruiuB. The earthquakes lollowed without 
cessation; tho water [lowed over tho Bile of 
tho city, and many of the hou^oa not under 
water were on lire. The sky threatened 
storm, und all tho elements wore in fury. 
Tlia aid which muoy would have willingly 
(jiven to the sufferers was impossible. 

Among tho dead of tho Fredonia are 
Lieutenants Dyer and OrgorD , Purser Crom- 
well ; Clerk Slant; Mrs Dyer, and 27 sail- 
or*.

borhood. Tho ruins are vhsited only by 
plunderers and by persons searching lor tho 
remains of their friends or fortunes. 

The rabble ol Arica havo aoted in a shame- 
fa! manner, giving themselves up' to idleness 
and thelt. Tbe physicians fled, and have 
not returned to render any assistance to suf- 
ferers. The battalion of artillery merit the 
coosuro of public opinion and the punish- 
ment of the Government. The Captain of 
Ibe Port ! the Su'n-Ptrfect have duDO their 
best to raaintuin order and prevent wrong. 
Tho unfortunate cre>v of the America [Peru- 
vian man-of-war] struggled heroically, and 
in the midst of their danger wore constantly 
trying to assist ethers. Tho officers of the 
Watcreo were Doblo companions and sell- 
dooying friends in mislortuue. There was 
no aid within their reach that they did not 
render at the instant. Tbey govo clothing lo 
the wrecked, rutions to the hungry, care and 
shelter to tho wounded. Dr. Winslow, of tbe 
U'aten e, and Dr Dubois, of Ihe Fredonia, 
were indusirious in their medical and imrgi • 
cal labors, and prevented much suffering and 
Bayed some lives. 

The shocks continued ut intervals of Dfteen 
or twenty minutes till the present timo |lGtb, 
p m], when the mail is about to close. 

Famine ie imminent. 

1SI.AY. 

On ti) B l3»h this port Buffered tho most 
av\lul dit-aster in its history. At 6 o'clock 
an earthquake began and lasted seven or 
eight minutes with so much violence* tbat it 
was diliieult to stand. All the housoa of 
brick un<' stono were throwu down. In the 
night forty shocks wore felt. 

At Areqaipa all the patients in the hos- 
pitul and all tbe prisoners were killed. Tbe 
eriea of tho women and children, tho orash 
ol l ha falling walls, the thundor of the 
earlhqnake and the dense cloud of the suflo- 
eaiiog dust, formed a aceno that no pen can 
describe. 

Tac.va, August 16th, 18G8 

A fearful calamity occurred on tho 13tb 
inst. For some days belore, subterranean 
noise's had been heard, and thero was Iro- 
qiient short shocks whteh began to cause 
alarm. The grand oscillation began at 5 
o'clock and lusted seven or eight minutes. 
We never witnessed an event so horrible, or 
a disaster eo great. Tbe earthquakes of 1831 
and 1833 word it is said, nothiug in com- 
parison to ibis. All the buildings had suf- 
fered, and more than forty houses are flat 
on Iho ground, and a multitude ol walls 
beside are cracked or thrown doivn. It wus 
almost impossible lo stand. The shakings 
continue ui.d sistyrfoor shocks havo been 
counted up to the present time. The vio' 
lonco was greatest at Sums and Looomba, 
where the vir:cynrds ore destroyed, und not 
u house is left standing. The earth opeued 
in wide firsuea from which rose water filled 
with ashes. The valley of Ltatu is ruined, 
and Arica bas disappeared. 

From Paica and Portada on tho road to 
Bolivia, we learn that immense dills were 
('•town down and great cracks open in Ihe 
tiioui..; hie, with a thundering noise that 
overwhelmed oil persons iu the neighborhood 
with loir or. 

Tho Uovernmtmi should immediately send 
troops to Ar-icu to maintain order. Money 
is necessary too, to ptovide food and cure 
lor the wounded survivora and helpless per- 
sons. Trains ol mules have been sent from 
here lo carry piovisioos and bring back 
people. All the rails of Iho railroad aro 
broken looso from the sleepers. 

Among those who lost their lives at Arica 
is the wife of Lieutenant Johnson of the 
U S steamer Wutereo. .She was killed by 
a log ol timber lulling on her whilst muking 
her escape with her husbund through oue 
ot tho streets. 

Tho following nre amongst tho lost on Ihe 
U S sturesbip Fredonia at Arica : 

First Lieutenant Benjamin Dyer and his 
\vi;e, .Second Lieutenant David Orgorn. 

Abequipa, Aug. 10 — tlentlemen — This 
city was completely destroyed by an earth- 
quake on tho 13 h instant — not a church 
lell standing— not a houso hubilablo, Tho 
shock coniini need at 5:20 in tho afternoon 
and lasted six or seven minutes. The houses 
being solidly built and of ono Blory rosis'od 
lor ubuu'. one minute, which gavo timo for 
tho people to rush into the middle of the 
BtreeiB^ fO Iho mortality, although cunsidera- 
Ole, is not so great as might liavo been es- 
pocn d. If the earthquake had taken phfeo 
at tight few indeed would havo been left to 
toll tho story. As it is tbo prisoners in Iho 
earcel [public prison 1 ] uud the sick in the 
hospital have perished. 

.The earthquake eornmenoed with an un- 
dulating movement; and as the shook cul- 
minated no one could keep his feet; the 
baueos rocked us a ship in tho trough of tho 
sea find carno crumbling down. Tho thrieks 
of the women ond tho crash of falling 
musjnry, the upheaving of the earth and the 
clouds of blinding dust made up a ecetiu 
thut cannot be described. 

Wo had nineteen minor shocks tho same 
night, und tho earth still continues in motion. 
Noihing has as yet been done lowards dis- 
iniorring tho do.id, but 1 do nut think any 
ore buried alivo, as certain death must have 
been the luto of all those who wore not able 
lo got into the street. 

The earth tins opened in all tho plaioB 
urouud, and wuler haa appeurod in vuiiouB 
pluceB.

It will 
serve to exhibit In favourable contrast the r^ault ot this 
year with tho preceding ono, to nunounco that the losses 
uf the latter year reached tho sum of £.')7U,4D6, (a differ- 
ence of no lesa an amount than £.b7 ,M0), against tho 
smaller amount Ol Premium collected therein. Ihe ratio 
of claims, therefore, on tho present occasion is loss by 
upwards ol 20 per cent of the Premiums received In 
comparison with the year 1860, and, r-o Tar aa those two 
years are concerned, show, a very ar tisfuctory transi- 
tion from a diaastoroua experience to ono which ox- 
hit, its a fair nnd satisfactory amount of protit Tho 
risult of the year at the clo^e of iho books 
leaves, on account of the British and foreign business, 
including interest, all amount lo tho v.re,tit ot profit and 
loss ol £43 250 Is. 0d., whilst a separate amount or 
profit on Ihe American Branch has been realised ol £13.- 
087 . 0s. 2a. It, moreover, onbances tbo significance of 
Hila lavourablo ulinugo lo report lurther, that an eatim 
atemndoof tho trmeaciious of the first six months of 
iho pre-ont year exhibits proportionately for Iho time. 
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tlnuance, tiowever, ot ttiia amount or succeas cannot 
i-onsistly be reckoned on, as while on t':e one band tlio 
same ratio of profits might by a certain degreo of proba- 
bility be continued through the year, on the other hand 
there Is at least an equal It not a greater probabilily that 
at any time before Its cloae unduo anticipations of success 
may bo rudely shaken, If not Indeed wholly destroyed, 
hv a series of loises aucb as hive happened in ra.-id 
succession many IJmea.in tho late unpropltloua years. 
Tlio report of the IsbI year having indicated tho reme- 
dial mo. iBUres adopted by this Compiny in cousequenco 
of tbo discovery of new elements of isk producing 
lameutable rosults to tho country, and some portion 
of tile present comparative exempli n being fairly 
attributable thereto, a bnof del all of t'ie manner in 
wbicb these meaiuiea have been carried out will not 
bo unacceptable: — The increased rigour uaed In investi- 
gatiug proposals for Insurance, then announced, has not 
been relaxed, and Its advantageous resells are now 
shown ilia way that cannot well be controverted. Al- 
most overy special risk In the Company's books, old or 
new, has undergone a renewed nnd careful mvc-tl- 
gatiou, and the mo.suro of rl-k involved has been tested 
liv a fresh weighing nl Its relative importance. It has 
been an equal object of deBiro in this laboriou. prnc ss to 
avoid in any ono instanco unnecessarily to raise tho rato 
of Premium, as il bai been to provide that no risk of 
unusual danger should be kept on the boDka that would 
not yield to the Shareholders Fomo modonito probability 
ot reasouable profit. That both these deaigns have 
been succn'slul, admits of conciuelvo procd. Wilh ro- 
gard to tno first, it may safely bo affirmed that 
Ihe popularity ot tlio Company throughout the world 
remains undimiuished, and ii is not hecu in ihe ailgh eat 
degree undermined by Impolitic harshness in carrying 
mil. Iho lndespenfdblo rC0.uir.menU) wb'ch have been ad- 
verted to. So much has this baen tho caao, that the 
rinks which have been withdrawn by Insurers in conao- 
quenceol the needful correction of tbo rates, havo feo 
tarns tlio exigencies; ol tho long continued commercial 
pressure aud tho large reduction in ttio valuo of produce 
permitted, which havo told upou all Insurance business 
alike) been more than compensated by tho lullux ol 
iresh insurances. Tho "Royal" lias never had a larger 
body of constituents than now. Tho ratio of increase ol 
premium during llielaat two yeara, notwithstanding tho 
conservatve policy adopted, aud the diminished price of 
commodities, shows unmistakably that tho lavor of tho 
public boa grown with tlio growth of tho Company, and 
hue not Buffered oven a temporary diminution Irom any 
Cause whatever.

Tho valuo of any single 
Instance traced ofn loss avoided by cautionary measures 
Is not In itKelf diminished In tbe slightest degree by the 
fuc.i ?ihat there »«i neoAg.ej'Hj 'ot always msny other 
like cases which eacapo observation altogether. Ttio 
Shareholders will lio gratified to learn that tho amounts 
of loaa by lire distinctly traced to novo beeu escaped by 
riske declined by this olllco siuco tho loot ycar'B meeting 
reached tho Bum of £72,811.

IBefoio Ills Honor Judge Pemberton and a Jury of els.] 

The most interesting oaso before tbo 
Court yesterday waa the assault — Ca»a- 
mayou vs Corbiniere— damages $500, which 
appeared to cause considerable excitement. 
The court was orowded with the mutual 
friends of the parties coDoerned, and the 
public generally, The particulars of Iho 
asaanlt are as follows; Tbo plaintiff owns 
properly adjoining the defendant'e place ol 
business at the Intersection of Yates and 
Broad streets, and the defendant had about 
half a cord of wood in the yard belonging to 
<be plaintiff which he was anxioua to have 
removed, but wbich defendant appeared in 
no hurry about. It was as to the removal 
of this wood the assault occurred on theOtb 
inst, wbich the plaintiff alleged confined 
hirn to bis room from that dato to the 20:h 
iost, and by which be w.ia seriously injured 
in bis business refutiona. Dr Dirkson, as 
plaintiff's medical adviser, gave evidence, 
ofthoexient and seveiily of tbo personal 
injuiios sustained. Mr Proinin, Ml Rippori 
and others on behall of plaintiff testified to 
-the origin and character ot the fight, Mr 
JKeyeer, senior, refused to give evidence 
until he received $10 for his own and wife's 
fees, a detnaad tbo plaintiff's attorney 
refused to comply with. For the defence Mr 
Corbiniere. the defenduot, Mr Keyseraud Mr 
Beckingham were colled. The assault was 
admitted, but It wan contended to be justi- 
fiable ; Keyser testified to the violeot lac* 
jjuage atid jesticnlatioo of plaiDtifl, and Beck- 
jDgbam to the foul and insulting meaniug of 
the terms used. The Judgo Bummed up at 
four o'olock, und at a quarter past five the 
jury gave a verdict in lavor of plaintifl— 85.
